/I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of 
Items  3  and  8. 

Item  3.  Repairs  to  paved  streets:  It  is  unnecessary  to 
remind  you  of  the  condition  of  the  paved  streets  upon  the 
first  (1st)  of  April  last,  or  of  the  present  condition  of  a 
great  many  of  them.  The  department  has  been  actively 
employed  in  each  district,  at  the  work  required  under  this 
Item,  since  the  early  part  of  April ;  employing  over  one 
hundred  (100)  gangs  of  pavers,  rammers,  laborers,  and 
horses  and  carts  upon  this  work  alone. 

That  an  immense  amount  of  work  has  been  done,  and  a 
great  number  of  streets  repaired,  is  as  true  as  that  a  great 
number  remain  yet  to  be  repaired;  it  is  idle  to  suppose 
that  the  paved  streets  of  Philadelphia,  after  the  long  con- 
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tinued  frosts,  and  severity  of  the  weather  during  the  last 
winter,  could  be  placed  in  proper  repair  in  three  (3)  months, 
or  for  an  expenditure  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars 
less  than  last  year. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  actually  necessary  that  the 
paved  streets  should  present  as  favorable  an  appearance  as 
possible  during  the  next  year,  and  that  it  will  be  impos- 
sible to  do  much  towards  that  result  after  the  close  of  the 
present  year;  I  would  suggest  that  an  appropriation  to 
meet  such  necessary  repairs  be  made  at  once  in  order  that 
the  work  can  be  performed  during  the  season  of  the  year 
when  it  can  be  done  to  the  advantage  of  the  City. 

In  this  same  connection  the  Department  is  having 
notices  prepared  to  the  Passenger  Railway  Companies,  to 
proceed  in  like  manner  from  curb  to  curb,  upon  such 
streets  occupied  by  them,  as  are  out  of  repair. 

Item  8.  Repairing,  altering  and  extending,  sewers  and 
inlets,  the  appropriation  was  thirty  five  thousand  (35,000) 
dollars. 

In  the  appropriation  for  1874,  this  item  was  thirty  thou- 
sand (30,000)  dollars,  and  increased  during  the  year  to 
sixty-eight  thousand    (68,000)  dollars. 

During  the  early  part  of  this  year,  there  occurred  a  large 
number  of  breaks,  to  sewers  and  inlets,  the  largest  ones  in 
Otsego  and  Christian  streets,  Twelfth  and  Susquehanna, 
Fifth  and  Thompson  streets,  and  Ninth  and  Montgomery 
avenue,  were  of  such  size  and  extent,  as  to  require  the 
expenditure  of  a  greater  portion  of  this  item. 

Since  the  amount  to  this  item  has  been  exhausted,  a 
number  of  breaks  have  occurred,  and  have  been  repaired 
by  the  department,  this  course  was  and  is  actually  neces- 
sary ;  the  danger  to  life  and  property  requiring  that  im- 
mediate action  should  be  taken. 

Since  the  above  large  breaks  have  been  repaired, 
another  has  occurred  at  Germantown  avenue  and  Girard 
avenue,  extending  upon  the  inside  a  distance  of  over 
five  hundred  (500)  feet,  and  another  Tuesday  morning 
last,  on  Brown  street,  between  Twentieth  and  Twenty- 
seventh,  carrying  away  with  it  the  street  and  railway 
tracks.  Orders  to  repair  have  been  issued  in  these  cases 
also. 

It  is  not  to  be  supposed,  that  the  necessary  expenditures 
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upon  work  of  this  kind,  will  decrease  from  year  to  year 
whilst  the  City  continues  to  enlarge  and  improve. 

Another  and  perhaps  as  serious  a  matter  which  should 
receive  your  early  attention,  is  the  approaches  to  the 
Centennial  Exposition,  on  the  eastern  and  western  sides  of 
the  river;  in  the  event  of  these  streets  being  left  until  next 
year,  nothing  can  be  done  until  after  April  1st,  when  the 
Exposition  will  be  about  opening,  and  the  City  crowded 
with  strangers. 

On  the  western  side  it  is  important  that  Elm  avenue 
and  the  other  streets  upon  which  Belgian  pavements  are 
contemplated,  the  work  should  be  ordered  at  once ;  on  the 
eastern  side  it  is  no  less  important  that  Arch  street,  Green 
street,  Fairmount  avenue,  Mount  Vernon  and  Girard 
avenues,  should  be  repaved  with  an  improved  pavement; 
left  in  their  present  condition  (particularly  Green  street)  to 
the  gaze  of  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  visitors,  would  be 
a  disgrace  to   Philadelphia.

bly construct  Girard  Avenue  Bridge  more  advantageously 
than  any  other  party  could  do  so,  at  this  or  at  any  other 
time. 

"We,  therefore,  propose  to  construct  a  bridge  to  carry 
Girard  avenue  over  the  railroad  complete,  including 
masonry  upon  plains  to  be  agreed  upon  between  our  en- 
gineer and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

This  likewise  includes  the  cost  of  the  construction  of 
abutments,  both  on  the  north  and  south  side  of  the  rail- 
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road  erected  some  years  ago,  but  for  which  no  compensa- 
tion has  been  received  from  the  City.

avenue. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  have  a  contract 
executed  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  for 
the  construction  and  erection  of  a  bridge  over  the  line  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  at  Girard  avenue,  of  the  same 
character  and  strength  as  the  contiguous  portions  of  the 
bridge  on  the  line  of  Belmont  avenue.  The  plan  and  all 
material  and  workmanship  to  be  approved  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Sect.  2.  The  terms  of  said  contract  to  be,  that  when 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  shall  have  com- 
pleted the  abutments  and  superstructure  over  the  tracks 
of  said  railroad  on  the  line  of  Girard  avenue,  and  at  the 
intersection  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Girard  avenue  and 
Belmont  avenue,  and  the  bridge  is  accepted  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  as  completed  and  satisfactory,  the 
said  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  shall  receive  as  full 
payment  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  warrants  drawn 
upon  the  City  Treasury  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty  thousand 
(140,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty  thou- 
sand (140,000)  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appro- 
priated in  accordance  with  section  2,  and  to  be  embraced 
in  Item  No.  of  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of 
Highways  for  the  year  1876.

For  the  extension  of  the  Mill  creek  sewer,  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  contract  with 
one  or  more  competent  mechanics,  for  the  construction  of 
the  following  extension  of  the  Mill  creek  sewer,  viz. :  on 
the  line  of  Sansom  street,  from  the  present  terminus  at 
Forty-fourth  street  to  Meadow  street,  and  thence  along 
Meadow  street  to  Market  street,  with  a  clear  inside  diam- 
eter of  twenty  (20)  feet. 

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and   Surveyor    to    prepare    plans   and    specifications    for 
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said  sewers,  and  that  the  contract  or  contracts  entered  into 
for  the  construction  thereof,  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
such  plans  and  specifications. 

Sect.  8.  That  before  entering  into  the  said  contract  or 
contracts,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  cause 
advertisement  to  be  made  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewer ;  and  that  the  contract  or  contracts 
therefor  shall  be  awarded  by  them  to  the  lowest  and  best 
bidders;  and  no  contract  or  contracts  therefor  shall  be 
binding  on  the  City  of  Philadelphia  until  the  same  shall 
have  been  approved  by  these  Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  said 
sewer  shall  be  considered  by  the  said  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in 
writing,  from  two  or  more  sufficient  securities,  guaranteeing 
the  faithful  execution  of  the  contract,  in  case  such  pro- 
posal be  accepted. 

Sect.  5.  That  as  the  completion  of  said  sewer  shall 
progress,  there  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the 
properties  in  front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of 
the  front  of  the  said  properties. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract, 
that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and 
charged  under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  Ordinance,  in 
part  payment  of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect 
the  same  at  his  own  cost;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so 
to  do,  he  may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
employ  all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien 
or  otherwise,  to  which  the  said  City  may  be  competent. 

Sect.  7.  That  payments  may  be  made  while  the  work  of 
constructing  the  sewer  is  in  progress,  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  in  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasurer 
charged  to  a  loan  for  said  purpose,  approved 
said  payments,  in  all  cases,  to  be  made  upon  a  certificate  of 
the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  estimating  the  amount  of 
work  done  :  Provided,  That  for  all  current  estimates,  no  pay- 
ment shall  exceed  four-fifths  of  the  money  meritoriously 
earned  under  said  contract,  after  deducting  the  ratable  pro- 
portion of  assessments  referred  to  in  section  five  of  this 
Ordinance ;  said    payments  to  be    made    in  the  bonds   of 
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the    City  of  Philadelphia,  or   in  cash,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Mayor. 

Sect.  8.  Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
contractor  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  that 
full  payment  has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  mate- 
rials furnished,  previously  to  drawing  a  warrant  for  the 
final  estimate  of  any  work  done  by  virtue  of  this  Ordinance, 
and  the  Chief  Commissioners  of  Highways  shall  require 
full  and  entire  payment  by  the  contractors,  of  all  labor  and 
materials  on  account  of  such  work ;  and  the  said  Commis- 
sioner shall  give  one  month's  notice,  in  two  daily  papers,  of 
the  time  at  which  final  payment  will  be  made  on  each  and 
every  final  estimate.

Gentlemen: — We,  your  Committee  on  House  of  Cor- 
rection, to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  entitled 
"Resolution  of  instruction  to  the  Committee  on  House  of 
Correction,"  directing  said  Committee  "to  investigate  the 
alleged  abuses  and  mismanagement  on  the  part°of  the 
managers  of  said  institution  and  report  to  Councils,"  re- 
spectfully report  that  we  have  held  several  meetings,  at 
which,  excepting  the  last  two,  all  the  members  of  'the 
board  were  present,  other  than  Mr.  Willits,  whose  absence 
was  the  result  of  sickness,  together  with  Wm.  B.  Mann, 
Esq.,  as  their  counsel,  and  Mr.  Barlow,  one  of  the  members! 
with  Wm.  R.  Ruddiman,  Esq.,  as  his  counsel. 

Mr.  Barlow,  a  member  of  the  board  was  examined  under 
oath  and  testified  as  follows:  "Am  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  have  been  for  four  years,  the 
managers  took  possession  of  the  building  in  the  latter  part 
of  January,  1874;  they  expended  to  prepare  the  house 
for  inmates  $40,607  ;  there  were  no  inmates  in  the  house 
in  1874  ;  $237,954  were  expended,  deducting  from  that 
salaries,  etc.,  about  $42,000,  would  leave  amount  expended 
$236,561  to  prepare  for  inmates,  furnishing  and  the  like. 
This  is  up  to  the  1st  of  January,  1875  ;  $4000  for  the 
banks  was  the  only  public  improvement ;  this  was  the 
bill  of  the  dredgine. 
_  The  board  consists  of  ten  ;  the  Committee  on  Supplies  of 
six;  they  are  Fry,  chairman,  Leonard,  Kilpatriclc,  Duff, 
Wilson  and  Taylor;  they  have  bought  all  the  supplies; 
on  the  Committee  on  Accounts  are  Mr.  Leonard  and  Mr'. 
Wilson;  the  supplies  are  bought  without  issuing  proposals. 
I  always  understood  they  were  to  advertise,  and  urged  it. 
The  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts  were  on  the 
Committee  on  Supplies  ;    the  method  was  this:    The  Com- 
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mittee  on  Supplies  meet  and  they  mutually  divided  what 
there  is  to  buy  ;  Mr.  Wilson  would  take  drugs;  Mr.  Fry 
brass  fittings,  &c. ;  Mr.  Leonard  everything  pretty  much 
in  the  dry  goods  line  and  articles  to  be  made  up  for  the 
prison;  Mr.  Kilpatrick,  all  the  lumber;  Mr.  Taylor  sew- 
ing machines  and  things  in  the  tailoring  department ;  with- 
out advertising. 

The  purchases  would  be  made  and  the  bills  presented 
by  Mr.  Fry  to  the  board;  he  would  ask  that  they  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  and,  if  found  correct, 
the  secretary  and  president  would  draw  the  warrants  with- 
out referring  the  bills  back  to  the  board.  The  drugs 
furnished  up  to  the  present  time  were  in  the  name  of  L. 
Hassell  Lapp,  purchased  by  Mr.  Wilson,  who  is  on  the 
Committee  on  Supplies  and  on  the  Committee  on  Accounts, 
and  certifies  the  bill  is  correct ;  L.  Hassell  Lapp  is  a  part- 
ner in  the  drug  business  with  William  M.  Wilson  ;  L. 
Hassell  Lapp's  bills  amount  to  $6,253.19. 

Then  we  have  miscellaneous  articles,  brushes,  brooms, 
buckets,  cell  buckets,  and  articles  to  furnish  a  house,  ex- 
cept bedsteads  ;  the  bills  are  in  the  name  of  John  M.  Simp- 
son, the  goods  came  from  the  store  of  A.  H.  Franciscus  ; 
John  H.  Simpson  is  a  partner  with  A.  H.  Franciscus  ;  A. 
H.  Franciscus,  the  president,  draws  the  warrants  ;  the  bills 
of  Simpson  are  rising  $6,000  up  to  this  time.  Then  we 
have  bills  in  the  name  of  Williams  &  Co.  ;  Williams  &  Co. 
furnish  all  kinds  of  dry  goods,  articles  for  clothing,  &c. ; 
there  is  no  such  firm  in  that  line,  I  believe,  in  Philadel- 
phia ;  their  bills  are  without  bill  heads ;  Mr.  Samuel 
Leonard  I  believe  to  be  the  purchaser  of  the  goods  ;  in 
the  house  of  Mr.  Leonard  we  have  John  H.  Williams  ;  the 
firm  is  Samuel  Leonard  &  Sons ;  the  heads  of  the  bills  are 
all  written  ;  those  of  Simpson  are  also  written;  Williams 
&  Co.'s  bills  amounted  to  $7,914.  Then  we  have  bills 
from  Stokes,  Caldwell  &  Co.,  and  Caldwell  &  Co.,  the 
Stokes  scratched  off;  they  are  one  and  the  same  firm. 

The  first  three  or  four  bills  had  a  heading,  two  with 
Stokes'  name  scratched  out,  one  in  full  name;  all  the  rest 
in  writing  ;  no  bill  head  ;  the  amount  is  $7,017.44.  Mr. 
Stokes  is  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Account  and  cer- 
tifies to  the  correctness  of  the  bills ;  Mr.  Leonard  is  chair- 
man of  the  Committee. 
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J.  M.  Simpson,  in  last  November,  sold  to  the  managers 
about  1,100  pounds  of  butter  ;  did  not  know,  as  a  man- 
ager, what  they  wanted  with  it  ;  the  inmates  never  got 
any. 

The  purchases,  $236,000  have  been  expended  usually 
in  this  way  ;  called  Mr.  Leonard's  attention  to  the  great 
propriety  of  advertising  on  more  than  one  occasion ;  the 
answer  was,  "they  were  not  required  to  advertise." 

Mr.  Palmer  (Edwin),  secretary  of  the  Board,  was  ex- 
amined, under  oath,  and  corroborated  the  testimony  of 
Mr.  Barlow,  whereupon  Messrs.  Franciscus,  Stokes,  Wilson 
and  Leonard  presented  through  their  counsel,  the  following  : 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  House 
of  Correction,  against  whom  Mr.  Barlow  has  brought  ac- 
cusations, beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  state  that  Mr. 
Barlow  has  charged  them  — 

1.  With  expenditures,  since  1873,  in  furniture,  clothing, 
salaries,  &c,  $300,000. 

2.  That  an  Ordinance  requires  that  Councils  shall  audit 
all  bills  before  warrants  can  be  drawn,  and  that  no  one 
connected  with  the  Board  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly 
interested  in  furnishing  supplies. 

3.  That  members  of  the  Board  furnish  goods  to  the 
house,  rendering  bills  in  the  name  of  their  business  part- 
ners. 

4.  lie  objects  to  the  members  of  the  Board  auditing 
their  own  bills. 

In  answer  to  these  allegations,  they  would  state,  they 
are  advised  that  there  is  no  Ordinance  in  existence  pro- 
hibiting persons  connected  with  the  Board  from  being  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  interested  in  selling  or  purchasing 
supplies,  and  that  the  Ordinance  that  he  refers  to  as  re- 
quiring Councils  to  audit  the  bills,  has  never  been  acted 
under  either  by  the  Board  or  Committee  of  Councils,  but 
was,  in  point  of  fact,  repealed  by  the  act  of  Assembly  of 
June  2d,  1871,  which  incorporated  the  House  of  Correction, 
and  which  gives  them  the  same  powers  as  Guardians  of  the 
Poor,  Prison  Inspectors  and  Managers  of  the  House  of 
Refuge,  and  whose  provisions  they  have  always  strictly 
complied  with. 

They  further  desire  to  state,  that  they  have  obeyed  all 
the  Ordinances  requiring  them  to  advertise  for  all  articles 
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as  far  as  it  has  been  possible  for  them  to  do  so.  They  un- 
hesitatingly admit  that  supplies  have  been  purchased  from 
the  firms  in  which  they  respectively  are  partners,  to  an 
amount  less  than  eight  per  cent,  of  the  amount  alleged  to 
have  been  expended,  the  profits  of  which  amount  appa- 
rently were  too  small  to  constitute  any  inducement  to  act 
in  violation  of  law.  They  knew  of  no  law  prohibiting 
purchasing  in  that  manner,  and,  as  before  stated,  do  not 
know  of  any  Ordinance  in  existence  that  prohibits  it. 

They  were  articles  the  nature  of  which  they  were  fa- 
miliar with,  and  they  believed  that  they  were  saving  money 
to  the  institution  by  making  such  purchases. 

It  is  not  alleged  by  Mr.  Barlow,  that  any  excessive  prices 
were  charged,  but  his  whole  complaint,  or  the  prosecution 
of  it  before  your  Committee,  is  based  upon  the  assertion 
that  these  purchases  were  made  in  violation  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  the  City. 

They  respectfully  submit  to  your  Committee,  that  they 
have  in  no  way  violated  any  of  the  City's  Ordinances,  and 
that  they  were  not  aware,  in  making  such  purchases,  that 
they  were  violating  any  laws  of  the  land.  They  have  been 
careful  to  comply  with  the  Ordinance  of  the  City  and  the 
act  of  Assembly  under  which  they  derive  their  powers. 
They  regret  very  much  that  what  they  have  done  really  in 
the  interest  of  the  City  should  render  them  subject  to 
harsh  criticism  or  injurious  aspersion.  Freely  and  frankly 
making  these  admissions,  they  believe  that  no  further  in- 
vestigation by  this  Committee  is  necessary,  and  although 
they  are  perfectly  willing  and  ready  to  meet  any  evidence 
in  this  investigation  looking  to  the  fact  that  they  have  vio- 
lated any  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  City,  they  respectfully 
submit  themselves  to  any  action  that  the  Committee  may 
deem  necessary  to  take,  as  they  have  not  violated  an}'  Ordi- 
nance, or  embezzled  or  squandered  any  of  the  money  of  the 
City.  They  therefore  respectfully  request  the  Committee 
to  decline  any  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

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The  committee  afterwards  examined,  under  oath  or  affir- 
mation, Humphrey  J.  Waterman,  bookkeeper  at  the  House 
of  Correction  ;  S.  A.  Caldwell,  of  the  firm  of  Stokes,  Caldwell 
&  Co. ;  John  II.  Williams,  of  the  firm  of  Samuel  Leonard  & 
Co. ;  John  II.  Murray,  storekeeper  at  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion ;  L.  Hassell  Lapp,  of  the  firm  of  Wm.  M.  Wilson  & 
Co  ;  James  Adams,  late  with  A.  H.  Franciscus  &  Co. ;  and 
J.  M.  Simpson,  of  said  firm,  who,  so  far  as  their  firms  were 
concerned,  corroborated  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Barlow,  that 
supplies  were  furnished  by  their  respective  firms  to  the 
House  of  Correction  under  other  than  the  firm  names  and 
without  advertisement ;  and  Humphrey  J.  Waterman  and 
John  H.  Murray,  corroborated  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Barlow 
as  to  the  furnishing  of  supplies. 

Mr.  Edward  Olmstead,  Esq.,  counsel  for  Mr.  Samuel 
Leonard,  presented  by  permission  of  the  Committee,  the 
annexed  statement : 

To  the  Committee  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  on 
the  House  of  Correction:  Mr.  Barlow  has  alleged  that  I 
have  purchased  goods  through  my  own  firm  and  rendered 
bills  in  the  name  of  "  Williams  &  Co.,"  Mr.  Williams  being 
one  of  my  partners,  and  this  I  have  already  admitted.  I 
now  respectfully  beg  leave  to  add  to  that  admission  that  I 
had  no  intention  to  disguise  or  conceal  any  action  of  mine 
in  the  matter.  Such  purchases  in  almost  every  instance 
were  unavoidable,  being  required  by  the  institution  for 
clothing  for  the  inmates,  and  for  which  special  goods  my 
firm  were  the  sole  agents,  and  they  could  only  have  been 
purchased  elsewhere  at  a  higher  price.  The  bill  for  the 
goods  first  bought  was  made  out  as  purchased  of  my  busi- 
ness firm  and  delivered  to  the  proper  officials  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  was  subsequently  handed  to  me  with  the  sug- 
gestion that  it  had  better  be  made  in  the  name  of  some 
other  party  connected  with  the  firm.  I  demurred  to  this 
at  once,  but  was  informed  that  it  was  simply  a  matter  of 
form  customary  in  such  cases,  and  without  giving  the  sub- 
ject that  reflection  and  consideration  I  should  have  done,  I 
complied  with  the  request  the  more  readily  on  a  further 
suggestion  that  if  a  warrant  were  drawn  in  the  name  of  my 
firm  the  public  might  erroneously  infer  that  I  was  deriving 
a  pecuniary  benefit  from  my  position  as  a  manager  of  the 
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House  of  Correction  ;  accordingly  the  bill  was  made  out  in 
the  name  of  Frank  Kline,  one  of  my  clerks,  and  in  this 
name  three  bills  were  presented,  for  the  respective  sums  of 
$516.95,  December  29th,  1873  ;  $136.65,  March  7th,  1874; 
and  $8,194.96,  May  7th,  1874.  Subsequently,  when  a  far- 
ther purchase  was  made  of  goods  of  which  my  firm  were 
agents,  it  struck  me  that  if  Mr.  Kline  should  die  or  leave 
my  employment,  I  would  not  be  able  to  procure  the  war- 
rants to  be  endorsed,  and  I  then  concluded  to  have  the  bills 
made  out  in  the  name  of  Williams  &  Co.,  Mr.  Williams 
being  my  partner,  and  seven  bills  were  thus  rendered  for 
the  respective  sums  of  $153.48  ;  $590.89  ;  $1,120.07 ; 
$1,435.42  ;  $2,356.44  ;  $1,229.74 ;  and  $1,028.92,  all  in  the 
year  1874,  the  last  being  on  December  21st.

That  the  law  of  March  31st,  1860,  as  well  as  the  City 
Ordinances,  were  violated  by  the  acts  of  those  managers 
who  sold  supplies  from  their  several  establishments  to  the 
House  of  Correction  is  beyond  question,  and  is  not  denied 
by  them. 

The  chief  objectionable  feature  developed  by  this  inves- 
tigation is  the  mode  in  which  the  bills  for  these  supplies 
were  rendered,  the  names  of  junior  partners  and.  clerks 
being  substituted  for  those  of  the  firm  themselves.  Your 
Committee  cannot  too  strongly  deprecate  this  irregularity, 
even  while  accepting  the  explanation  as  embodied  in  Mr. 
Leonard's  communication,  in  which  he  says: 

"  The  bill  for  the  first  goods  bought  was  made  out  as 
purchased  of  my  business  firm,  and  delivered  to  the  proper 
official  of  the  institution,  and  was  subsequently  handed  to 
me  with  the  suggestion  that  it  had.  better  be  made  in  the 
name  of  some  other  party  connected  with  the  firm.  I  de- 
murred to  this  at  once,  but  was  informed  that  it  was  simply 
a  matter  of  form  customary  in  such  cases,  and  without 
giving  the  subject  tbat  reflection  and  consideration  I  should 
have  done,  I  complied  with  the  request,  the  more  readily  on 
a  further  suggestion  that  if  a  warrant  were  drawn  in  the 
name  of  my  firm  the  public  might  erroneously  infer  that  I 
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was  deriving  a  pecuniary  benefit  from  my  position  as  a 
Manager  of  the  House  of  Correction." 

It  is  easy  to  see  that  the  act  thus  claimed  to  have  been 
done  under  a  laudable  motive  is  precisely  the  same  act  that 
would  be  resorted  to  by  others  from  an  entirely  opposite 
motive  ;  and  it  cannot  be  regarded  otherwise  than  as  a 
censurable  practice  by  which  men  who  claim  to  be  person- 
ally honest  furnish  a  pattern  and  excuse  by  which  dis- 
honest men  may  justify  themselves  in  known  violation  of 
the  law. 

The  resignations  of  Messrs.  Franciscus,  Stokes,  Leonard 
and  Wilson  have  been  tendered  and  tacitly  accepted  by 
Councils  electing  other  persons  to  the  positions  occupied 
by  those  gentlemen.  It  is  in  the  judgment  of  your  Com- 
mittee questionable  whether  such  proceeding  is  not  a  viola- 
tion of  law.  By  the  50th  section  of  the  Act  of  Consolida- 
tion, and  the  Act  approved  19th  of  May,  1874,  "conferring 
upon  the  Councils  of  certain  cities  of  the  Commonwealth 
the  power  to  reorganize  the  municipal  departments 
thereof/'  the  power  and  authority  is  conferred  upon 
Councils,  and  the  right  to  require  the  production  of  books, 
papers  and  bills,  &c.,  before  the  Committee  of  Councils  of 
the  several  departments  for  examination  and  scrutiny,  and 
while  such  duty  has  not  been  heretofore  exercised  by  the 
Committee  on  House  of  Correction,  your  Committee  are  of 
the  opinion,  in  the  face  of  the  evidence  presented,  that  hence- 
forth all  bills  for  work  or  material  should  be  critically  ex- 
amined before  any  warrants  are  drawn  on  the  City  Trea- 
sury in  payment  of  the  same.  We,  therefore,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  accompanying  resolutions,  and  recommend 
their  passage.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  with 
one  or  more  competent  mechanics  for  the  construction  of 
Cumberland  street  and  Susquehanna  avenue  sewers. 

Cumberland  street  sewer,  on  Cumberland  street,  from 
Sixth  street  to  Lawrence  street,  four  feet  diameter,  thence 
to  end  of  sewer  at  Bodine  street,  four  and  a  half  feet  di- 
ameter. 

Susquehanna  avenue  sewer,  on  Susquehanna  avenue, 
from  Sedgely  avenue  to  Twenty-seventh  street,  six  and  a 
half  feet  diameter,  thence  to  Thirtieth  street,  six  feet  di- 
ameter, thence  to  Thirty  first  street,  four  feet  in  diameter. 

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said 
sewers,  and  that  the  contract  or  contracts  entered  into  for 
the  construction  thereof,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such 
plans  and  specifications. 

Sect.  3.  That  before  entering  into  the  said  contract  or 
contracts,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  cause 
advertisement  to  be  made  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewers,  and  that  the  contract  or  contracts 
therefor  shall  be  awarded  by  him  to  the  lowest  and  best 
bidders ;  and  no  contract   or  contracts  therefor   shall   be 
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binding  on  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  until  the  same  shall 
have  been  approved  by  these  Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  said 
sewers  shall  be  considered  by  the  said  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in 
writing,  from  two  or  more  sufficient  securities,  guarantee- 
ing the  faithful  execution  of  the  contract,  in  case  such  pro- 
posal be  accepted. 

Sect.  5.  That  as  the  completion  of  said  sewers  shall  pro- 
gress, there  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the  prop- 
erties in  front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of 
front  of  the  said  properties. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract, 
that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and 
charged  under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  Ordinance,  in 
part  payment  of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect 
the  same  at  his  own  cost;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so 
to  do,  he  may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  employ  all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of 
lien  or  otherwise,  to  which  said  City  may  be  competent. 

Sect.  7.  That  payments  may  be  made,  while  the  work 
of  constructing  the  sewers  is  in  progress,  by  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  in  warrants  upon  the  City 
Treasurer,  charged  to  a  loan  for  said  purpose,  approved 
July  13th,  1875  ;  said  payments  in  all  cases  to  be  made 
upon  a  certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
estimating  the  amount  of  work  done :  Provided,  That 
for  all  current  estimates,  no  payment  shall  exceed  four- 
fifths  of  the  money  meritoriously  earned  under  said  con- 
tract, after  deducting  the  ratable  proportion  of  assess- 
ments referred  to  in  section  five  of  this  Ordinance ;  said  pay- 
ments to  be  made  in  the  bonds  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
or  in  cash,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  8.  Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
contractor  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  that 
full  payment  has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  mate- 
rials furnished,  previously  to  drawing  a  warrant  for  the 
final  estimate  of  any  work  done  by  virtue  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, and  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  re- 
quire lull  and  entire  payment  by  the  contractors,  of  all 
labor  and  materials,  on  account  of  such  work ;  and  the 
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said  Commissioner  shall  give  one  month's  notice,  in  two 
daily  papers,  of  the  time  at  which  final  payment  will  be 
made  on  each  and  every  final  estimate.

Gentlemen: — I  am  instructed  by  the  Board  of  Port 
"Wardens  to  present  to  your  honorable  bodies  the  follow- 
ing report  of  a  Committee  of  this  board  in  reference  to  the 
fenders  at  the  South  Street  Bridge,  Schuylkill  river,  and  re- 
spectfully ask  its  reference  to  the  proper  Committee,  to  wit: 
at  South  Street  Bridge,  made  a  careful  survey  by  sounding 
all  around  the  abutments  of  the  bridge,  the  centre  and  wes- 
tern side,  found  the  cribbing  to  extend  outside  of  the 
masonry  from  2  to  4  feet  or  a  mean  of  3  feet,  having  from  2 
to  3  feet  water  over  it  after  the  tide  had  flooded  about  3  feet, 
thisall  being  exposed  and  bare  at  low  tide.  This  we  consider 
poor  construction,  and  a  very  dangerous  obstruction  for 
vessels  and  tows  passing  this  point,  when  the  tide  flows  in 
the  obstructions  are  soon  covered,  and  at  all  times  would 
not  be  able  to  pass  without  striking  this  hidden  danger,  and 
if  striking,  could  not  avoid  sinking  at  once,  thereby  still 
making  a  further  obstruction  and  long  litigation.  We 
therefore,  recommend  that  this  serious  obstruction  to  the 
navigation  of  this  narrow  river,  which  is  of  great  impor- 
tance, as  the  commerce  on  this  stream  is  large  and  still 
increasing,  and  the  proper  authorities  be  notified,  to  give 
this  prompt  attention  by  driving  piles  outside  of  the  pres- 
ent crib  work,  and  to  have  them  batter  in  towards  the  top 
of  the  masonry,  and  to  be  braced  with  stringers,  and  to  be 
sheathed  with  oak  plank  securely  fastened,  extending  from 
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extreme  low  water  mark  up  to  top  of  masonry  on  the  centre 
and  western  abutments  all  around.

APPENDIX    No.   81. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

The  Directors  of  City  Trusts,  by  virtue  of  an  enactment 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  exercise  "all  and 
singular  the  duties,  rights  and  powers  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, concerning  all    property    and    estate  whatsoever 
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dedicated  to  charitable  uses  or  trusts,  the  charge  or  adminis- 
tration of  which  are  now  confided  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia." 

They,  therefore,  being  charged  with  the  custody  and 
management  of  the  Girard  Estate,  feel  bound  in  perform- 
ance of  this  duty  to  ask  the  City  Government,  to  which  all 
municipal  functions  are  committed,  to  prohibit  its  officers 
from  any  and  every  act  likely  to  curtail  the  efficiency  of 
any  of  its  public  charities  or  to  imperil  any  City  Trust. 

The  Directors  of  City  Trusts  make  this  appeal  because 
they  have  been  notified  that  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  act- 
ing under  a  resolution  received  from  a  Committee  of  City 
Councils,  have  recommended  that  the  City  plans  be 
amended  by  running  the  lines  of  Twenty-second  street  and 
of  Girard  avenue  through  the  Girard  College  Grounds, 
placing  these  streets  on  the  City  plan. 

They  specifically  ask,  that  every  City  officer  may  be  re- 
strained from  any  act  even  looking  towards  or  preparing 
for  the  running  of  streets  through  the  Girard  College 
Grounds. 

The  City  Councils,  with  great  cordiality,  united  with  the 
Directors  of  the  City  Trusts  in  a  remonstrance  to  the 
Legislature  of  this  State,  agaiust  the  enactment  of  the  law 
by  virtue  of  which  the  opening  of  Girard  avenue  and 
Twenty-second  street  might  have  occurred,  if  the  juries  of 
view  and  the  higher  courts  had  given  the  requisite  au 
thority. 

The  following  reasons  actuate  the  Directors  of  City 
Trusts  in  making  this  appeal  to  the  City  government. 

The  desire  to  prevent  any  curtailment  of  the  legacy,  1st, 
to  poor  fatherless  children  born  in  the  old  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, 2d,  to  those  born  elsewhere  in  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, 3d,  born  in  the  City  of  New  York,  4th,  born  in  the 
City  of  New  Orleans,  and  lastly  to  those  of  the  proper  age 
born  anywhere. 

The  Hon.  John  Sargent,  one  of  the  two  eminent  lawyers 
who  studied  the  will  of  Stephen  Girard  most  thoroughly, 
gave  a  written  opinion,  dated  March  25th,  1843,  in  response 
to  a  memorial  from  citizens  of  that  vicinity  asking  that 
some  one  of  the  streets  running  east  and  west  should  be 
opened  through  the  grounds.  Air.  Sergeant  said,  "  upon  a 
careful    consideration   of  the   whole  matter,  I  am  of  the 
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opinion  that  the  Councils  ought  not  to  consent,  nor  other- 
wise aid,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  views  of  the  memori- 
alists." "In  all  other  cases,  including  the  one  now  pre- 
sented, it  is  my  decided  opinion  that  the  opening  of  streets 
through  the  grounds  is  entirely  inconsistent  with  the  plan 
of  the  testator,  and  without  authority  in  the  will,  and  that 
the  permission  to  open  them  would  be  a  violation  of  the 
Trust." 

The  Hon.  Horace  Binney  in  a  written  opinion,  dated  De- 
cember 6th,  1838,  had  warned  the  City  against  any  depart- 
ure from  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  will,  even  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  as  both  are  "devisees  in  trust."  He 
thus  concluded  his  opinion:  "Unless  it  is  supposed  that 
the  State  and  the  United  States  have  authority  to  convert 
a  trust  into  an  absolute  estate  in  the  trustee,  which  I  am 
not  disposed  to  admit,  the  heirs  or  legal  representatives  and 
next  of  kin  of  Mr.  Girard  have  as  material  voice  in  this 
matter  as  both  the  State  and  the  United  States." 

The  College  property  and  the  residuary  estate  of  Stephen 
Girard  are  held  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  devisees  in 
trust  for  all  poor  fatherless  children  ;  the  trustees  may 
therefore  be  restrained  from  any  and  every  act  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  court  is  likely  to  impair  or  to  jeopardize 
the  trust. 

The  residuary  estate  of  Stephen  Girard  being  a  national 
trust,  no  act  likely  to  injure  the  interests  of  even  the  re- 
motest citizen  of  the  United  States  chould  be  permitted  by 
faithful  trustees,  unless  sanctioned  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  by  the  authorities  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.  The  property,  the  income  of  which 
is  applicable  to  the  maintenance  of  Girard  College,  in- 
cludes more  than  five  hundred  acres  of  unimproved  land 
within  the  City  limits,  therefore,  if  the  estate  is  honestly 
and  intelligently  managed,  the  income  from  this  and  from 
the  invested  coal  rents  should  steadily  increase  for  more 
than  half  a  century.  The  College  into  which  the  poorest 
white  fatherless  children  are  received,  between  six  and  ten 
years  of  age,  should  become  a  national  blessing,  as  two 
thousand  or  perhaps  four  thousand  orphans  should  there 
receive  the  moral,  mental  and  physical  education  requisite 
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to    prepare    them    to    become    intelligent   and    productive 
citizens. 

Mr.  Girard's  will  gives  no  authority  to  expend  any 
money  for  maintaining  and  educating  orphans  except  on 
the  lot  of  ground  known  as  the  Girard  College  Property. 
Mr.  Binney  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  heirs  would 
have  a  right  to  interpose  an  objection  even  if  authority  to 
extend  the  area  was  given  by  the  authorities  of  the  City,  of 
the  State  and  of  the  United  States.  The  following  extract 
from  the  will  of  Stephen  Girard  shows  another  danger,  if 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  directly  or  indirectly  consents  or 
otherwise  aids  in  cutting  a  street  through  the  College 
grounds.  "But  if  the  said  City  shall  knowingly  and  wil- 
lingly violate  any  of  the  conditions  hereinbefore  or  herein- 
after mentioned,  then  I  give  and  bequeath  the  said  remain- 
der and  accumulation  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  the 
purposes  of  internal  navigation"  (except  the  real  estate  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  &c.) 

The  Directors  of  City  Trusts,  therefore,  appeal  with  con- 
fidence to  the  City  government  to  unite  with  them  in  the 
preservation  of  the  Girard  Trust.  The  Directors  of  the 
City  Trusts  being  citizens  largely  interested  in  the  pros- 
perity of  Philadelphia,  natually  desire  to  do  all  that  can 
be  done  honestly  and  safely  to  make  the  Girard  charity  an 
honor  to  the  City.  In  prepariug  plans  for  largely  increas- 
ing the  number  of  College  buildings,  the  national  charac- 
ter of  the  trust  has  been  prominent,  and  it  will  not  be  lost 
si^ht  of,  there  beinar  a  fixed  determination  to  make  this 
charitable  institution  an  honor  to  Philadelphia,  by  showing 
that  the  convenience  yr  profit  of  individual  citizens  has 
not  interfered  with  the  faithful  execution  of  a  sacred  trust. 

Your  memorialists  in  addition  to  the  arguments  before 
presented,  append  the  following  extracts  from  Acts  of  As- 
sembly forbidding  the  placing  of  streets  upon  the  City 
plan  : 

Act  of  March  24,  1832. 

An  Act  to  enable  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Phila- 
delphia, to  cany  into  effect  certain  improvements  and 
execute  certain  trusts  [Pamphlet  Laws  1831-2,  page  176), 
approved  March  24th,  1832. 

Sect.  11.    And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore. 
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said,  That  no  road  or  street  shall  be  laid  out  or  passed 
through  the  land  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  bequeathed 
by  the  late  Stephen  Girard  for  the  erection  of  a  College, 
unless  the  same  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Trustees  or 
Directors  of  said  College,  and  approved  by  a  majority  of 
the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. 

Act  of  May  3,  1832. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  survey  of  streets  and  roads  in  that 
part  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia  in  which  Girard  Col- 
lege ivas  to  he  built,  approved  May  Sd,  1832  (Pamphlet 
Laws,  page  427). 

Sect.  15.  And  he  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  David  Dillinger,  George  F.  Goodman  and 
Joseph  Moore,  M.  D.,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  who,  or  any  two  of  them,  taking  to  their 
assistance  an  able  surveyor,  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority, and  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  continue 
the  survey  of  the  streets,  roads  and  lanes  laid  out  in  the 
incorporated  districts  of  Spring  Garden,  Northern  Liber- 
ties and  Kensington,  within  the  following  bounds,  to  wit, 
beginning  at  the  northeasternmost  bounds  of  the  said  in- 
corporated districts  of  Spring  Garden,  Northern  Liberties 
and  Kensington,  and  continuing  the  same  northwardly  the 
extent  of  the  limits  of  unincorporated  Penn  Township  and 
unincorporated  Northern  Liberties;  and  also  to  lay  out 
such  other  streets  and  roads  as  thej7  shall  deem  necessary 
within  the  said  limits,  for  the  convenience  of  the  public 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof;  and  it  s#iall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  commissioners,  after  having  made  such  survey  and 
laid  out  such  streets  and  roads  as  they  shall  deem  proper 
as  aforesaid,  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  correct  draught 
or  plan  thereof,  with  every  explanation  necessary  for  the 
perfect  understanding  of  the  same,  and  return  it  to  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  county  of  Philadelphia ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  court  to  re- 
ceive and  file  the  said  draught  or  plan  in  his  office,  for 
public  inspection  and  examination,  and  give  public  notice 
in  at  least  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  that  on  a  certain  day  to  be  appointed 
by  the  court,  the  said  court  will  hear  any  objections  that 
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maybe  made  thereto  by  any  of  the  freeholders  residing 
within  the  said  district,  who  shall  consider  themselves 
aggrieved  ;  and  the  said  court  shall,  at  the  time  appointed, 
judge  and  determine  whether  the  same  shall  be  fully  and 
finally  established,  and  direct  the  said  draught  or  plan,  and 
such  alterations  as  shall  be  made,  to  be  recorded ;  and  from 
thenceforth  all  the  streets,  lanes  and  roads  so  approved 
shall  be  forever  hereafter  deemed,  adjudged  and  taken 
public  highways:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  authorize  ang  survey  to  be  made,  or  any  street,  road, 
lane  or  alley  to  be  laid  out  through  the  land  bequeathed  by 
Stephen  Girard  for  the  erection  of  a  college  or  school  in  said 
district  or  township. 

Sect.  17.  *  *  *  And  whereas,  The  public 
convenience  will  be  at  present  answered  by  the  certain 
knowledge  where  and  in  what  manner  such  streets,  roads 
and  lanes  will  in  future  run,  but  it  will  not  be  necessary 
immediately  to  lay  them  open  ;  in  order  therefore  to  pro- 
vide for  the  opening  of  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
increasing  improvements  may  require  : 

Sect.  18.  Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  upon  the  petition  of  any  number  of  the  citizens  of 
said  township,  not  less  than  twenty,  whose  lands  lie  near 
or  adjoining  to  such  streets,  roads  or  lanes,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of 
Philadelphia  county,  after  hearing  the  petitions,  and  such 
freeholders  through  whose  land  such    street   or  road  shall 
pass,  as  shall  offer  objections  thereto,  to  appoint  viewers  to 
report  whether  it  be  proper,  at  the  time,  to  open  such  street 
or  road,  and  if  they  shall   be  of  opinion  that  the  state  of 
improvement  in  the  neighborhood  thereof  shall  require  it, 
they    shall    issue   an   order   to   the   supervisors   or   other 
officers    of    the _ roads    of    the    proper    township,    requir- 
ing  and    enjoining   them   to   open    such    street    or    road, 
and    to    cause   the  same    to    be   put  in    order   and    kept 
in    repair,    in    the    same    manner    as    other    streets    or 
roads  are  by  law  to  be  opened,  repaired  and  maintained; 
and  the  owner  or  owners  of   ground  through  and  over 
which  any  of  the  streets  or  roads  shall  pass,  shall  proceed 
in  the  same  manner  to  obtain  indemnification  for  any  in- 
jury they  may  sustain  thereby,  as  if  the  said  street  or  roads 
had  been  opened  in  the  manner  usually  pursued  for  open- 
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ing  roads:  Provided,  however,  That  nothing  contained  in  this 
act  shall  authorize  the  laying  out  of  any  street,  road,  lane  or 
alley  through  the  property  bequeathed  by  Stephen  Girard  for 
the  establishment  and  erection  of  a  school,  but  that  said  prop- 
erty shall  remain  undivided." 

If  at  any  time  the  City  Councils  shall  suggest  a  remedy 
lor  alleged  inconveniences,  or  any  plan  of  improvement 
which  can  be  aided  by  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  City  Trusts,  they  will  be  ready  to  co-operate  with 
the  municipal  authorities,  keeping  steadily  in  view  the  will 
of  Mr.  Girard,  and  the  directions  there  given  for  maintain- 
ing the  trust.

That  the  persons  last  named  are  the  Commissioners  of 
Fairmount  Park,  duly  appointed  under  the  Act  of  Assem- 
bly of  March  26th,  1867  ;  that  the  aforesaid  persons  to 
whom  this  writ  is  directed  are  members  of,  and  compose 
the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia : 

That,  by  the  19th  section  of  the  Act  of  April  14th,  1868, 
the  power  is  given  to  the  said  Park  Commissioners  to 
govern,  manage,  lay  out,  plant  and  ornament  Fairmount 
Park,  and  to  maintain  the  same  in  good  order  and  repair, 
and  to  construct  all  proper  improvements  therein  : 

That,  by  the  11th  section  of  the  same  Act  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  is  authorized  and  directed  to  raise  by  loans, 
from  time  to  time,  such  sums  of  money  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary, inter  alia,  for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  Fair- 
mount  Park  for  public  use,  and  for  the  permanent  care  and 
improvement  thereof: 

That  by  law  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  are  vested 
with  the  power  to  raise  money  by  loan: 

That  although  the  said  Park  Commissioners  have  pos- 
session of  the  area  known  as  Fairmount  Park,  little  money 
has  been  expended  upon  the  improvement : 

That,  by  resolution  of  November  8th,  1873,  and  by  a 
communication  enclosing  it,  the  Park  Commissioners  asked 
Councils  to  create  a  loan  of  three  million  of  dollars  for 
the  permanent  improvement  of  the  Park,  no  more  than 
one  million  of  which  should  be  expended  in  any  one  year; 
and  that  Councils  have  and  still  do  neglect  and  refuse  to 
raise  any  of  the  said  money  by  loan : 

That  on  the  day  of  ,  Common  Council 

ordered  the  publication  of  a  loan  Ordinance  for  one  million 
of  dollars  for  the  above  purposes,  which  publication  has 
been  dulv  made: 
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That  the  said  Councils  have  neglected  and  refused  to 
pass  the  said  loan  Ordinance  : 

That  there  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  the  immediate  ex- 
penditure of  one  million  of  dollars  for  the  laying  out  and 
construction  or  permanent  improvement  of  Fairmount 
Park. 

Which  said  petition  was  duly  verified  by  affidavit,  and 
concluded  with  a  prayer  for  a  mandamus. 

Therefore,  we  command  you,  the  said  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  said  Councils  hereinbefore  named,  to  pass  the 
pending  Park  loan  bill  of  one  million  dollars,  or  to  raise 
by  loan  one  million  of  dollars,  to  be  expended  in  the  lay- 
ing out  and  construction  or  permanent  improvement  of  the 
Park,  or  show  cause  why  you  should  not,  in  answer  to  said 
petition,  on  Saturday  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  1875.

year  1876,  under  the  terms  of  the  act  of  March  10th,  1875. 

The  second  section  of  the  act  provides  "  that  the  mem- 
"  bers  of  legislative  departments  of  the  municipal  govern- 
"  ments  of  this  commonwealth  hereafter  elected,  shall  as- 
"  semble  in  their  respective  places  of  meeting,  for  the  pur- 
"  pose  of  organization,  at  ten  o'clock,  in  the  forenoon  of  the 
"  first  Monday  of  April  in  each  year." 

No  members  of  Councils  have  been  elected  since  the 
passage  of  that  act  (the  election  having  beeu  held  in  the 
previous  month),  therefore  its  provisions  do  not  yet  apply. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  act  of  March  21st,  1861,  which 
requires  the  newly  elected  members  to  meet  in  the  Council 
chambers,  and  be  qualified  on  the  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary, at  ten  o'clock,  in  the  forenoon,  is  still  in  force  and 
must  govern  your  action.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  one  or  more  competent  mechanics,  for  the 
construction  of  a  sewer,  beginning  at  Fiftieth  street  and 
Pennsylvania  Railroad,  thence  along  Fiftieth  street  to 
Paschall  street,  three  and  a  half  feet  in  diameter,  along 
Fitieth  street  to  Torr  avenue,  along  Torr  avenue  to  Fifty- 
second  street,  four  and  a  half  feet  in  diameter,  thence  along 
Fifty-second  street  to  Wyalusing  avenue,  eight  feet  in 
diameter,  thence  along  Wyalusing  avenue  sixteen  feet  in 
diameter  to  Mill  creek. 

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the  said 
sewers,  and  that  the  contract  or  contracts  entered  into  for 
the  construction  thereof,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such 
plans  and  specifications. 

Sect.  3.  That  before  entering  into  the  said  contract  or

Sect.  5.  That  as  the  completion  of  the  said  sewer  shall  pro- 
gress, there  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the  prop- 
erties in  front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of 
front  of  the  said  properties. 

Sect.  G.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract, 
that  ihe  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and 
charged  under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  Ordinance,  in 
part  payment  of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect 
the  same  at  his  own  cost;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so 
to  do,  he  may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  employ  all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of 
lien  or  otherwise,  to  which  the  said  City  may  be  competent. 

Sect.  7.  That  payments  may  be  made,  while  the  work 
of  constructing  the  sewer  is  in  progress,  bv  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  in  warrants  upon  the  Citv 
Treasurer,  charged  to  a  loan  for  said  purpose,  approved 
July  13th,  1875;  said  payments  in  all  cases  to  be  made 
upon  a  certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
estimating  the  amount  of  work  done:  Provided,  That 
ior  all  current  estimates,  no  payments  shall  exceed  four- 
fifths  of  the  money  meritoriously  earned  under  said  con- 
tract, after  deducting  the  ratable  proportion  of  assess- 
ments referred  to  in  section  five  of  this  Ordinance ;  said  pay- 
ments to  be  made  in  the  bonds  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
or  in  cash,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  8.  Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
contractor  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  that 
full  payment  has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  mate- 
rials furnished,  previously  to  drawing  a  warrant  for  the 
final  estimate  of  any  work  done  by  virtue  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, and  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  re- 
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quire  full  and  entire  payment  by  the  contractors,  of  all 
labor  and  materials,  on  account  of  such  work ;  and  the 
said  Commissioner  shall  give  one  month's  notice,  in  two 
daily  papers,  of  the  time  at  which  final  payment  will  be 
made  on  each  and  every  final  estimate.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  9th 
inst.,  asking  whether  Councils  have  a  legal  right  to  enact 
a  law  of  the  character  of  the  Ordinance  which  you  enclose, 
which  is  an  Ordinance  requiring  theBoard  of  Managers  of 
the  House  of  Correction,  and  other  departments  to  present 
all  bills  for  work  and  materials  furnished,  to  the  proper 
Committee  of  Councils,  for  critical  examination  of  said  bills, 
and  instructing  the  City  Controller,  not  to  countersign  any 
warrant  until  the  bill  has  been  approved  by  said  Committee. 
You  also  ask  "  Is  not  the  duty  so  placed  upon  members  of 
Committees  named  in  said  Ordinance,  executive  duty,  and 
in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Consolidation  ?" 

The  Act  of  February  2d,  1854,  §  50,  P.  L.  45,  provides 
as  lollows:  "  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  City  Councils,  to 
"  provide  by  Ordinance  for  the  establishment  and  regula- 
"  tion  of  all  the  departments  indicated  by  this  act,  and  other 
"  laws  in  force  in  said  City,  under  the  proper  heads,  and 
"  with  the  necessary  clerks,  officers,  and  assistants,  to  wit : 
"  for  Law,  Police,  Finance,  Surveys,  Highways,  Health, 
"  Water,  Gas,  Fire,  the  Poor,  the  City  Property,  and  the 
"  Public  Grounds,  and  such  others  as  may  from  time  to 
"  time  be  needful  ;  and  through  the  Mayor  and  proper  Com- 
"  mittees,  the  said  Councils  shall  maintain  a  supervision  of 
"  each  department,  whether  corporate  or  otherwise,  and 
"  over  the  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prison,  for  the  exposure, 
"  and  correction  of  all  evils  and  abuses,  and  for  that  pur- 
"  pose  may  require  the  production  of,  and  inspect  all  books 
"  and  papers,  and  the  attendance  of  witnesses  by  subpoena, 
"  and  examine  them  under  oath  or  affirmation  ;  but  no 
"  member  or  members  of  Council,  whether  as  a  Committee  or 
"  othericise,  shall  make  any  disbursement  of  corporate  moneys, 
"  nor  audit  the  accounts  thereof,  nor  perform  any  other  exi  cu- 
"  tive  duty  ichatever.'1 

I  entertain  serious  doubt  of  the  legality  of  the  Ordinance 
under  the  last  clause  of  the  above  section  of  the  act,  but 
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presume  that  if  the  Ordinance  is  approved  by  you,  some 
one  of  the  departments  will  raise  the  question  involved, 
and  have  it  judicially  determined.

Gentlemen  : — Since  your  last  meeting  the  City  has 
suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  destruction  of  Market  Street 
Bridge  by  fire,  which  occurred  on  Saturday  afternoon  last, 
and  I  have  deemed  the  necessity  for  prompt  action  by  the 
City  government  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the 
calling  you  thus  suddenly  together. 

Immediately  after  the  destruction  of  the  bridge  a  con- 
ference was  had  with  the  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company,  resulting  in  my  consenting  to  the  erection 
of  a  temporary  bridge,  as  will  appear  by  reference  to  a 
copy  of  a  letter  to  Vice  President  Roberts,  hereto  annexed. 
Said  bridge,  I  am  assured,  will  be  in  working  order  on 
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Wednesday  next,  when  the  gas  main  and  telegraph  wires 
can  be  at  once  relaid. 

The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  with  my  sanction 
and  approval,  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  con- 
struction of  temporary  tracks  on  Twenty-second  street  and 
Thirtieth  street,  to  enable  the  West  Philadelphia  Passen- 
ger Railway  Company  to  use  the  tracks  of  the  Philadelphia 
City  Passenger  Railway  Company  (Chestnut  and  Walnut), 
which  privilege  has  been  conceded  by  the  latter. 

Passenger  car  travel  and  freight  traffic  have  thus  been 
temporarily  provided  for,  I  trust,  to  your  entire  satisfac- 
tion and  approval. 

The  question  which  now  demands  your  careful  consid- 
eration is,  whether  a  temporary  bridge  shall  be  at  once 
erected  on  the  old  piers,  until  the  plans  for  a  permanent 
structure  are  matured  and  the  expense  of  the  erection 
thereof  provided  for,  or,  whether  these  temporary  expedi- 
ents having  been  adopted  to  facilitate  passenger  railway 
and  freight  business,  the  City  had  not  better  save  the  ex- 
pense of  a  temporary  structure,  and  proceed  at  once  to  the 
consideration  of  the  question  of  a  permanent  bridge. 

These  are  matters  entirely  for  your  consideration  ;  it  is 
proper,  however,  to  inform  you  that  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company  contemplated  establishing,  at  an  early 
date,  a  new  terminal  passenger  depot  in  this  city,  adjacent 
to  the  eastern  or  western  end  of  the  Market  Street  Bridge, 
and  they  have  agreed  that  the  location  shall  be  finally  de- 
termined within  ten  days  from  this  date.  The  settlement 
of  this  question  will  materially  affect  the  style,  cost  and 
character  of  the  bridge  to  be  erected,  and  therefore  re- 
quires consideration  before  final  action  is  taken.

ment it  will  require  $26,296,282.64  to  pay  the  estimated 
liabilities  of  the  City  for  the  year  1876.  The  estimated 
assets  exclusive  of  taxes  is  $9,296,202.04.  A  tax  rate  of 
$3.00  will  yield  $17,144,804.51,  which  will  exceed  the 
amount  required  $144,823.91.  The  estimated  liabilities 
are  as  follows:  expenses  of  the  departments,  $14,533,- 
765.20 ;  outstanding  warrants,  November  1st,  1875,  $6,586,- 
803.07;  due  various  loans,  $2,925,714.37;  discounts  on 
taxes,  $500,000  ;  warrants  which  may  be  drawn  prior  to 
July  1st,  1876  ;  and  special  amounts  carried  forward, 
$1,500,000 ;  and  mandamus  and  interest  on  warrants, 
$250,000.  Whatever  opinion  may  exist  as  to  paying  all 
the  estimated  liabilities,  all  believe  that  the  rate  should  be 
as  low  as  possible.  It  is  sound  policy  to  keep  the  rate  as 
steady  as  possible,  as  a  change  affects  the  value  of  pro- 
perty, as  well  as  the  rental  of  property.  As  much  as  the 
Committee  desire  to  recommend  a  rate  that  will  provide 
for  the  payment  of  all  the  liabilities  for  1876,  they  are 
forbidden  to  do  so  on  account  of  the  depressed  condition 
of  the  business  interests  of  the  City,  and  of  the  large  bur- 
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dens  that  have  been  imposed  on  account  of  the  Centennial 
International  Exhibition,  as  well  as  other  reasons  mentioned 
in  this  report.  Fortunately,  the  credit  of  the  City  is  at  a 
high  point,  warrants  being  nearly  at  par,  and  loans  more 
than  nine  above  par.  The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that 
the  public  will  be  satisfied  with  a  rate  that  will  provide  for 
the  payment  of  actual  expenses,  and  a  portion  of  the  defi- 
ciency. The  Committee  have  recommended  a  rate  of  $2.25, 
which  will  yield  $12,884,668.69;  add  $9,296,202.04,  being- 
cash  on  hand,  and  estimated  receipts  from  other  resources 
than  taxation,  makes  the  sum  of  $22,180,870.73.  The  City 
will  be  required  to  provide  absolutely  for  expenses  of  the 
departments,  if  not  reduced  by  the  Committee,  $14,533,- 
765.20;  allowances  on  taxes,  $500,000;  mandamus  and  in- 
terest on  warrants,  $250,000;  and  probably  one-half  of 
the  amount  due  various  loans,  $1,462,857.18;  total,  $16,- 
746,622.38;  leaving  a  balance  of  $5,434,248.35  to  pay  $6,- 
586,803.07,  outstanding  warrants,  November  1st,  1875. 
$1,462,857.18,  one-half  of  the  amount  due  various  loans; 
$1,500,000,  warrants  which  may  be  drawn  prior  to  Janu- 
ary 1st,  1876,  and  special  amounts  carried  forward,  total 
$5,540,660.25  ;  which  shows  that  there  will  be  enough  to 
pay  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  deficiency  It  has  been 
estimated  that  the  amounts  merging  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
will  more  than  cover  the  extra  appropriations  made  the  fol- 
lowing year.  The  Committee  also  recommend  a  rate  of  15 
cents  for  the  erection  of  the  Public  Buildings,  which  will 
yield  $893,120.07 ;  and  with  the  amount  on  hand,  the 
Committee  think  will  be  sufficient  for  the  Commission 
during  the  year  1876.  The  Committee,  therefore,  submit 
the  annexed  Ordinance  to  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes 
for  the  year  1876,  and  recommend  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1S76. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Bevision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to 
levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as 
the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1875  (except  such  as  are 
marked  "agricultural  and  farm  lands"  and  "  rural  or  sub- 
urban"), a  tax  of  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  on  the 
hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1876 
as  one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the 
following  objects  of  the  said  year,  viz.  : 

Item  1.  The  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  nine  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-three 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  twelve  cents. 
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Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  funded 
debt  and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  sixty-eight  cents. 

Hem  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
thirteen  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  ten  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  markets  and  City  property, 
the  sum  of  six  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  department  of  fire,  the  sum  of  nine 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  four  cents. 

Item  13.  For  street  cleaning,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

Item  14.  For  the  improvement  of  streets  with  improved 
pavement,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

Item  15.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  (except  the  sum  of  five  cents  in 
Item  14)  to  further  direction  by  Ordinance  ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  land,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
."  rural  or  suburban  *'  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the 
relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  shall  be  levied  on  the 
assessed  property  situate  in  the  Wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by 
the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February  2d,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  "A  Further  Supplement  to  an 
Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved 
April  17th,  1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance 
made  to  the  payers  of  taxes,  and  penalty  added  for  the 
non-payment  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit:  At  the 
rate  of  nine  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  date  of  pay- 
ment until  the  first  day  of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first 
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day  of  September,  and  if  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber, and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  one  per  cent.;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the 
first  day  of  October,  then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two 
per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same;  and 
if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  December,  then  an 
addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and 
payable  on  the  same. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Board  of  Revision  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on  the  taxable  prop- 
erty returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  assessment  made  in 
the  year  1875,  and  as  revised  by  the  said  Board  of  Re- 
vision, a  special  tax  of  fifteen  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars 
for  the  erection  of  public  buildings,  as  is  provided  in  an 
Act  of  Assembly  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
erection  of  Public  Buildings  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia," 
approved  August  5th,  1870. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  sum  or  sums  collected  by  virtue  of 
section  5  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  kept  as  a  separate 
fund  in  the  City  Treasury  for  the  special  purpose  mentioned 
in  the  Act  of  Assembly  cited  in  said  section.

Isaiah  L.  Shoemaker,  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  ;  to  Lorenz 
Amrheim,  four  thousand  two  hundred  and  nine  (4,209) 
dollars  and  seventy-five  (75)  cents  ;  to  John  Gentner,  seven 
thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-nine  (7,359)  dollars;  to 
Gotlieb  Manez,  fourteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  eigh- 
teen (14,218)  dollars,  and  to  the  estate  of  Jacob  S.  Wain, 
deceased,  six  thousand  six  hundred  (6,600)  dollars,  for 
change  of  grade  of  Sixth  street,  from  Cambria  street  to 
Alleghany  avenue,  as  confirmed  by  said  Court  on  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  October,  1875.

Dear  Sir  : — In  consequence  of  the  contracted  condi- 
tion of  the  roadway  of  Chestnut  Street  Bridge,  the  neces- 
sity has  long  been  felt  for  greater  facilities  for  crossing  the 
river. 

The  railway  tracks  are  laid  in  such  a  way,  that  only  two 
lines  of  carriages  can  be  accommodated,  although  the  dis- 
tance between  the  curb  is  twenty-six  feet. 

A  partial  relief  can  be  obtained  by  moving  the  tracks  near 
the  curb,  as  I  recommended  to  you  last  year,  but  there  will 
still  be  great  confusion  when  the  bridge  is  crowded,  unless 
arrangement  is  made  for  four  lines  of  travel,  one  slow  and 
the  other  rapid  in  each  direction. 

Since  that  time,  I  have  worked  out  plans  for  widening  the 
roadway  on  the  approaches  to  thirty-one  feet,  by  laying 
the  sidewalks  with  heavy  flag  stones  projecting  over  the 
masonry,  so  as  to  retain  the  present  width  of  footway.  The 
iron  curb  and  the  arch  ribs  of  the  river  spans  under  them 
are  all  cast  together,  so  that  they  cannot  there  be  widened 
without  dismantling  the  whole  structure,  but  by  laying  the 
car  tracks  against  the  curb,  four  lines  of  travel  can  be  se- 
cured throughout  the  whole  length  of  the  bridge 

An  Item  of  $31,000  has  been  inserted  in  the  annual  ap- 
propriation to  the  Highway  Department  for  carrying  out 
these  plans,  and  in  order  that  they  may  be  approved  by 
Councils,  so  that  the  work  cau  be  commenced  as  soon  as 
the  appropriation  passes,  I  submit  this  for  your  action.

Gentlemen: — Your  Joint  Committees  of  Highways 
and  Bridges,  &c,  and  of  Surveys  and  Regulations,  having 
been  called  together  this  day,  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  that  most  important  ques- 
tion, which  has  been  brought  before  us  by  the  destruction 
of  the  Market  Street  Bridge,  viz. :  as  to  the  best  and  most 
practicable  means  by  which  the  greatest  public  thorough- 
fare of  our  City — Market  street — should  be  again  opened 
for  public  use  at  the  earliest  day,  beg  leave  now  to  re- 
port that  they  have  given  this  subject  mature  deliberation, 
and  have  with  great  care  examined  the  proposition  which 
lias  been  made  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company, 
through  its  President,  Thos.  A.  Scott,  Esq.,  and  submitted 
to  us  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Upon  a  careful  examination  of  this  question,  your  Com- 
mittees are  convinced,  that  the  present  exigencies  demand 
prompt  action,  and  that  in  view  of  the  necessities  of  trade, 
and  the  serious  inconveniences  which  our  own  citizens  now 
are  burdened  with  for  the  want  of  direct  communication 
between  the  eastern  portion  of  the  City  and  West  Philadel- 
phia, with  its  important  railroad  termini,  by  way  of  Market 
street.  We  are  convinced,  that  it  would  be  most  unwise 
for  us  to  wait  the  erection  of  such  a  structure  across  and 
over  the  Schuylkill  river,  as  would  be  suitable  for  that 
location,  and  worthy  of  our  great  City — before  restoring 
to  our  citizens  the  now  interrupted  line  for  travel,  so 
strenuously  demanded.  Again,  we  are  fully  impressed 
with  the  fact,  that  the  coming  Centennial  year  will  tax  to 
the  utmost  capacity  any  and  all  highways  over  the  Schuyl- 
kill river  that  we  might  construct,  and  having  so  few,  it 
is  of  the  greatest  necessity  that  they  should  have  the 
largest  capacity  for  travel  that  can  be  obtained  from  their 
fixed  dimensions. 
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We  are  now  further  convinced,  that  if  at  this  date,  we 
were  prepared  to  adopt  a  plan  of  bridge  that  would  be  ac- 
ceptable for  such  a  locality  as  Market  street,  the  limited 
time,  with  the  cold  of  winter  full  upon  us,  rendering  the 
erection  of  masonry  injudicious,  if  not  impracticable, 
would  make  it  utterly  impossible  for  us  to  even  partially 
complete  such  structure  for  the  use  of  travel  before  the 
throngs  of  strangers  visiting  our  grand  exhibition  would 
crowd  upon  us,  to  our  great  mortification  and  their  dis- 
comfort. 

For  these  reasons  we  look  with  great  favor  upon  the 
proposal  presented  by  Mr.  Scott,  believing  that  with  the 
immense  resources  at  this  command,  he  will,  without  doubt, 
fully  comply  with  any  contract  he  may  undertake,  and  thus 
give  us,  at  the  earliest  possible  day,  a  bridge  thoroughfare 
at  Market  street  that  will  furnish  us  an  enlarged  capa- 
city as  compared  with  the  old  bridge  ;  will  be  of  great  use 
in  constructing  any  permanent  structure  we  may  hereafter 
determine  upon,  and  prove  to  our  thousands  of  visitors 
during  the  coming  spring  and  summer  that  we  are  equal  to 
the  emergency,  and  have  prepared  for  them  in  the  best 
manner  that  the  circumstances  of  time  and  season  would 
admit. 

The  necessity  of  increasing  the  capacity  for  travel  upon 
the  Chestnut  Street  Bridge  we  believe  to  be  pressing,  and 
is,  in  fact,  evident  to  every  business  man  that  is  required 
to  pass  over  it  at  this  time  while  the  travel  of  both  bridges 
is  thrown  upon  it. 

The  proposal  of  Mr.  Scott  covers  also  this  question,  and 
notwithstanding  this  matter  has  been  for  some  time  before 
Councils,  and  preparations  are  making  to  reach  this  point, 
yet  our  wants  are  now  and  pressing,  and  as  now  proposed, 
can  be  had  in  a  few  days,  and  that  without  in  any  way 
interfering  with  the  more  extensive  changes  projected,  and 
which  will  require  a  longer  time  to  carry  out,  and  without 
any  possibility  of  their  being  commenced  before  spring. 
For  these  reasons  we  believe  that  Mr.  Scott's  proposal  as 
bearing  upon  this  bridge  should  also  be  accepted. 

As  regards  the  amount  that  the  City  will  be  called  upon 
to  pay  for  this  structure,  we  have  the  opinion  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  in  effect  that  it  is  fair  and  reason- 
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able,  but  whatever  the  amount  should  be  as  a  basis  for 
framing  a  contract,  we  have  upon  the  suggestion  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  a  clause  inserted  by 
which  the  City  shall  profit  by  any  reduction  of  cost  below 
the  estimate,  while  it  is  not  subject  to  any  excess  in  cost 
over  and  above  the  estimate.  Under  this  arrangement  we 
most  conclusively  have  the  lovmst  amount  that  we  could 
expect,  to  expend  for  this  most  important  purpose. 

In  conclusion,  you  will  observe  that  the  appropriation 
as  made  in  the  accompanying  bill  is  taken  from  the  amount 
of  insurance  upon  the  old  bridge,  which  has  already  been 
received,  thus  requiring  no  encroachment  upon  the  ordi- 
nary revenue  of  the  City. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  most  respectfully  submit  a 
bill,  which  they  believe  covers  all  the  points  named  in  the 
proposal  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  and  ask 
its  adoption.

My  Dear  Sir  : — Knowing  that  it  is  your  wish,  as  it  is  also 
that  of  the  other  authorities  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
that  a  substantial  bridge  should  be  erected  across  the 
Schuylkill  river  at  Market  street,  at  the  earliest  practicable 
time,  in  order  to  restore  communication  by  that  important 
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highway  to  the  public,  and  perfect  the  railroad  connections 
of  the  City  to  and  from  Market  street,  and  the  various 
depots  thereon  east  of  the  Schuylkill  river. 

And  as  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  with  its 
business  at  West  Philadelphia,  is  largely  interested,  not 
only  in  the  restoration  of  the  Market  Street  Bridge,  but 
also  in  the  increase  of  facilities  for  travel  over  the  Chest- 
nut Street  Bridge,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  proposi- 
tion, viz. : 

That  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  will  erect  a 
substantial  timber  structure  on  the  present  location,  that 
will  give  to  the  public  using  the  Market  Street  Bridge, 
double  the  capacity  for  roadway  travel,  and  also  for  the 
footway  on  the  south  side  of  the  bridge,  over  that  which 
existed  on  the  old  bridge,  and  at  the  same  time  restore  for 
commercial  purposes  the  railroad  tracks  on  the  north  side, 
heretofore  owned  by  the  City. 

To  effect  this,  an  extension  on  the  south  end  of  the  ex- 
isting piers  through  substantial  wrought  iron  columns, 
firmly  secured  in  the  present  permanent  masonry  at  the 
water  line,  and  to  the  pier  filled  in  with  masonry  between 
the  end  of  the  pier,  and  the  columns  will  be  required  in 
such  form  as  to  allow  the  necessary  increased  width  of 
superstructure.  This  when  completed  will  give  a  length 
of  pier  of  sixty-six  feet,  for  bridge  base. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  will  have  this 
work  constructed,  so  that  the  space  required  as  a  public 
thoroughfare,  both  roadway  and  footway,  will  be  erected 
ready  for  use  in  thirty  days,  or  before  the  1st  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1876,  the  railroad  section  of  bridge  to  be  completed 
with  double  track  of  steel  rail,  ready  for  use  during  Janu- 
ary, 1876,  the  freight  traffic  in  the  interior  to  be  carried 
over  the  temporary  trestle  work  now  being  constructed  for 
that  purpose. 

In  order  to  improve  the  facilities  for  crossing  the  Chest- 
nut Street  Bridge,  by  largely  increasing  its  capacity  for 
traffic,  within  four  days  after  direction  from  the  City  to 
proceed  with  the  work,  if  the  weather  be  reasonably  good 
lor  doing  the  same,  and  without  interfering  with  the  pas- 
senger railway  and  other  travel  now  using  that  bridge,  ex- 
cept, that  vehicles  other  than  City  paasenger  cars  be  re- 
quired to    use    Callowhill   Street   and   the   Gray's   Ferry 
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Bridges  for  one  night,  between  the  hours  of  7  P.  M.  and  7 

A.  M.,  and  possibly  the  City  passenger  cars  may  be  re- 
quired to  suspend  their  trips  over  the  Chestnut  Street 
'Bridge  from  12  midnight  to  5  A.  M".,  of  the  same  night: 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  being  greatly  interes- 
ted in  this  improvement  as  a  means  of  getting  to  and  from 
their  stations  at  West  Philadelphia  more  promptly  than  is 
now  possible,  propose  to  do  the  work  necessary  to  chance 
the  location  of  the  passenger  railway  tracks  on  that  bridge 
in  accordance  with  the  plan  herewith  submitted  if  the  same 
be  approved.  The  work  needful  for  this  change  of  pas- 
senger railway  tracks  will  be  done  under  the  charge  of  Mr. 
William  Wharton,  a  gentlemen  of  great  energy  and  expe- 
rience in  constructing  such  work. 

The  plans  also  submitted  herewith  for  the  proposed 
bridge  at  Market  street,  provide  for  two  lines  of  travel 
west,  and  two  east  over  the  roadway  portion  of  the  same, 
and  will  yive  a  good  substantial  structure  that  will  last 
five  or  more  years,  during  which  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
can  determine  upon  and  construct  one  of  the  largest  and 
most  permanent  bridges  in  the  country,  for  the  future 
benefit  of  the  public  that  must  use  that  great  highway. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  propose  to  do  the 
whole  of  this  work  or  cause  it  to  be  done  for  both  bridges, 
in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  submitted, 
for  sixty-five  thousand  dollars;  and  as  this  sum  is  less 
than  the  insurance  upon  the  property  destroyed  (which  on 
account  of  its  plan  of  construction  was  very  expensive), 
the  City  will  secure  without  new  outlay,  much  greater 
facilities  for  the  public  than  it  heretofore  possessed  ;  in  ad- 
dition to  which,  as  the  railway  portion  of  the  bridge  for 
commercial  purposes  was  constructed  under  a  contract 
between  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  ami  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, by  which  the  latter  has  heretofore  received  toll 
for  the  use  thereof,  in  accordance  with  existing  legislation, 
the  City  will  of  course  upon  the  completion  of  the  bridge, 
receive  the  same  compensation  thereafter. 

If  the  work  herein  designated  shall  be  completed  by  our 
company  within  the  limited  time  specified,  for  a  sum  less 
than  that  named,  viz.:  $65,000,  the  company  reserves  the 
privilege,  and  will  return  to  the  City  any  surplus  that  may 
remaiu. 
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This  proposition  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  our 
recent  interview.  I  will,  with  several  of  our  officers,  be  glad 
to  meet  yourself  and  such  Committee  as  you  may  select  for 
a  conference,  at  such  time  and  place  this  afternoon  as  you 
may  designate,  and  will  then  be  prepared  to  furnish  any 
explanation  of  the  plans  that  may  be  desired. 

If  the  proposition  is  accepted  by  the  City,  we  shall  ex- 
pect notice  to  that  effect  on  or  before  to-morrow,  Tuesday 
evening,  November  30th,  in  order  to  perfect  the  work 
within  the  short  time  specified.  Of  course,  you  understand 
that  the  only  object  our  Company  has  in  submitting  the 
proposition,  is  to  place  all  its  resources  in  such  form  as  to 
make  them  available  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  commit- 
ted to  its  charge  :  and  as  well  to  do  all  we  can  to  aid  the 
City  in  effecting  prompt  relief  for  the  greater  number  that 
look  to  it  for  a  speedy  restoration  of  this  valuable  highway.

SPECIFICATION 

For  re-constructing  the  Market  Street  Bridge. 

The  new  bridge  to  be  erected  upon  the  abutments  and 
piers  now  standing,  which  shall  be  repaired  with  wrought 
iron  columns  placed  on  the  lower  ends,  to  provide  proper 
bearings  for  a  timber  superstructure  having  a  width  of 
sixty-five  (65)  feet  three  (3)  inches  from  out  to  out  of 
trusses. 

The  superstructure  will  be  constructed  of  white  pine 
timber,  with  three  trusses  framed  on  the  Howe  system  ot 
bracing,  and  proportioned — by  using  an  arch  upon  the 
centre  truss — so  that  the  northern  roadway  shall  carry  with 
safety  two  thousand  (2,000)  pounds  to  the  lineal  foot,  and 
the  southern  raodway  seventy-five  (75)  pounds  per  foot 
superficial. 

The  trusses  to  be  so  arranged,  that  there  shall  be  a  road- 
way on  the  south  side,  with  a  width  of  thirty-two  (32)  feet 
in  the  clear  between  trusses,  and  on  the  north  side  a  road- 
way with  a  width  of  twenty-three  (23)  feet  in  the  clear  be- 
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tween  trasses.  The  first  to  be  fitted  with  a  double  line  of 
city  passenger  railroad  tracks,  with  a  space  upon  each  side 
thereof,  for  the  use  of  ordinary  vehicles;  the  other  to  be 
adapted  to  and  fitted  exclusively  with  the  double  track 
freight  railroad  owned  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  These 
rails  are  to  be  first  class  steel  rails.     So  Col.  Scott  said. 

A  footway  with  a  width  of  ten  (10)  feet  in  the  clear,  will 
be  placed  on  the  south  side  of  the  bridge  and  outside  the 
southern  truss,  to  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  as  near  as  possible, 
an  extension  of  the  southern  footway  on  Market  street. 

All  materials,  including  false  works,  scaffolding,  except- 
ing the  iron  rails  and  fastenings,  required  to  lay  the  city 
passenger  railroad  tracks  on  said  bridge  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  contractor,  and  the  price  fixed  upon  shall  also  in- 
clude all  workmanship  necessary  to  the  construction  of 
the  bridge  in  all  its  details. 

The  contractor  will  also  remove  such  portion  of  the  old 
bridge,  as  yet  remains,  between  or  near  the  abutments  and 
piers,  so  that  after  completion  of  the  new  bridge,  and  the 
removal  of  the  present  temporary  structure,  the  whole 
river  will  be  in  as  good  condition,  as  it  was  before  the  old 
bridge  was  destroyed. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  to  grant  the  use  of  the  carriage 
way  of  Market  street  as  a  place  for  depositing  material 
and  framing  the  bridge,  until  the  work  is  completed  and 
ready  for  public  use. 


SPECIFICATION 

For  rearranging  the  railroad  tracks  upon  the  Chestnut  Street  Bridge,  and  its 

"  approaches." 

The  location  of  the  railroad  tracks  upon  the  Chestnut 
Street  Bridge,  and  its  approaches,  extending  from  a  point 
on  Chestnut  street,  one  hundred  (100)  feet  eastward  of 
Twenty-third  street,  to  a  point  one  hundred  (100)  feet  west- 
ward of  Thirtieth  street,  shall  be  so  re-arranged,  that  the 
space  between  tracks  shall  be  twelve  (12)  feet,  ten  (10) 
inches  instead  of  three  (3)  feet,  as  now  in  use,  and  thus 
give  a  clear  thoroughfare  for  the  use  of  heavy  vehicles  and 
ordinary  travel,  other  than  that  which  can  use  the  railroad 
tracks  in  common  with  the  city  passenger  cars ;  and  the 
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curves  connecting  the  tracks  as  now  laid  with  the  new  tracks 
of  the  Market  Street  Passenger  Railroad  on  Thirtieth  street, 
shall  be  so  changed  as  to  perfect  the  said  connection  with 
the  tracks  upon  the  bridge  and  approaches  as  rearranged. 

This  work  to  be  completed  without  materially  interfering, 
with  the  constant  use  of  the  said  bridge,  or  impeding  travel 
thereon.  The  contractor  to  furnish  all  materials  and  labor 
necessary  for  such  change  of  location  of  tracks, excepting  the 
iron  rails  and  fastenings  that  may  be  requisits  to  cover  a 
new  single  line  of  track  stringers,  which, shall  be  laid  on 
each  side  of  the  roadway  of  the  bridge  and  its  approaches, 
and  at  the  distance  of  one  (1)  foot  ten  (10)  inches  from  the 
curb  line,  which  iron  and  fastenings  will  be  furnished  by 
the  City  Passenger  Railway  company  (Chestnut  and  Walnut) 
from  their  stock  on  hand,  to  be  returned  to  them  in  equal 
quantity,  so  soon  as  the  inner  rails  of  the  present  tracks  can 
be  removed.  When  the  new  side  tracks  as  herein  speci- 
fied are  completed  and  in  use,  the  inner  rails  of  the  present 
tracks,  as  well  as  the  wooden  stringers  shall  be  taken  up, 
and  the  opening  in  the  paved  surface  so  made  shall  be 
filled  in  with  cubical  block  paving,  conforming  in  charac- 
ter and  surface  to  that  now  in  use  on  said  bridge. 

The  entire  work  to  be  completed  within  days 

after  receiving  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia  proper 
authority  to  proceed  with  the  work. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  increased  facilities  for  crossing  the  river  Schuylkill,  and  to  make 
an  appropriation  therefor. 

Whereas,  By  the  destruction  of  the  Market  Street  Bridge 
by  fire,  the  public  has  been  deprived  of  its  most  important 
highway  across  and  over  the  river  Schuylkill ;  And 
whereas,  The  present  arrangement  of  the  railroad  tracks 
upon  the  Chestnut  Street  Bridge  and  its  approaches,  is 
such  as  to  greatly  impede  the  accumulated  travel  now  ne- 
cessarily thrown  upon  it,  to  the  great  inconvenience  and 
loss  of  time  to  the  business  of  our  city;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia    do-  ordain,    That    the   City    Solicitor   be 
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and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  to  prepare  and 
have  executed  a  contract  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  in  accordance 
with  their  proposition,  plans  and  specifications,  hereto 
annexed,  marked  "  A.  B.  C,"  for  the  construction  of  a 
wooden  Howe  Bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill  on  the 
line  of  Market. street,  upon  the  abutments  and  piers  now 
standing,  and  formerly  covered  by  the  bridge  lately  de- 
stroyed. 

Sect.  2.  The  bridge  to  consist  of  three  trusses,  so 
arranged  as  to  give  two  roadways,  that  on  the  south  side 
to  have  a  clear  width  between  trusses  of  thirty-two  (32) 
feet,  and  that  on  the  north  to  have  a  clear  width  between 
trusses  of  twenty-three  (23)  feet,  with  an  entire  width  from 
out  to  out  of  outer  trusses  of  sixty-five  (65)  feet  three  (3) 
inches,  and  on  the  outside  of  the  south  truss  shall  be  a 
footway  with  a  clear  width  of  ten  (10)  feet,  so  arranged  as 
to  conform  in  line  as  near  as  practicable  with  the  footway 
on  the  south  side  of  Market  street.  The  trusses  and  floor- 
ing to  be  so  proportioned  as  to  carry  with  safety  on  the 
northern  roadway  a  transient  load  of  two  thousand  (2,000) 
pounds  per  lineal  foot,  and  on  the  southern  roadway  and 
footway  a  transient  load  of  seventy-five  (75)  pounds  per 
foot  superficial. 

Sect.  3.  The  masonry  of  the  abutments  and  piers  now 
standing  shall  be  repaired,  and  the  south  end  of  each  pier 
so  arranged,  as  to  allow  the  superstructure  to  be  built 
thereon,  with  an  extreme  width  exclusive  of  footways  of 
sixty-five  (65)  feet  three  (3)  inches. 

The  southern  roadway  of  the  bridge  superstructure,  to 
be  so  arranged  that  it  may  be  used  by  four  distinct  lines 
of  vehicles,  and  the  northern  roadway  shall  be  fitted  with 
double  track  freight  railroad  conforming  in  weight  of  rail 
and  gauge  to  the  City  railroad  of  which  in  allignment  it 
shall  be  an  extension. 

Sect.  4.  Said  contract  shall  also  include  the  work  of 
rearranging  the  City  Passenger  Railroad  tracks  upon  the 
Chestnut  Street  Bridge  and  its  approaches,  which  altera- 
tion shall  extend  from  a  point  in  Chestnut  street,  one  hun- 
dred (100)  feet  east  of  the  east  curb  line  of  Twenty-third 
street,  to  a  point  in  said  street  one  hundred  (100)  feet  west 
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of  the  west  curb  line  of  Thirtieth  street.  The  new  ar- 
rangement to  be  such  as  will  give  a  space  of  twelve  (12) 
feet  ten  (10)  inches  between  the  tracks  from  the  east  rail 
of  the  Schuylkill  Kiver  Passenger  Railroad  on  Twenty- 
third  street  to  the  centre  line  of  Thirtieth  street,  instead  of 
three  (3)  feet  as  now  in  use. 

Sect.  5.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  shall 
also  remove  the  remains  of  the  old  Market  Street  Bridge,  and 
so  soon  as  the  tracks  of  the  City  Railroad  are  extended  across 
and  over  the  river  and  are  ready  for  use,  the  temporary 
trestle  work  now  used  by  them  for  freight  purposes,  shall 
be  at  once  removed,  and  the  river  restored  to  its  free  navi- 
gable condition  as  before  the  destruction  of  the  bridge  by 
fire. 

Sect.  6.  That  upon  the  completion  of  the  entire  work  as 
herein  stipulated  and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  spe- 
cifications submitted  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, which  are  hereby  approved,  and  to  the  satisfaction 
and  approval  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  willf  upon  an  estimate  thereof  being  pre- 
pared by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City,  pay 
to  the  said  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  the  sum  of 
sixty-five  thousand  dollars,  in  full  for  all  work  so  per- 
formed, in  warrant  drawn  upon  the  City  Treasurer  by  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  chargeable  to  ap- 
propriation hereinafter  made:  Provided,  That  if  the  abso- 
lute outlay  for  the  work  herein  specified  shall  be  less  than 
sixty-five  thousand  (65,000)  dollars,  then,  in  accordance 
with  the  proposition  made  by  the  said  railroad  company, 
the  amount  of  difference  between  said  actual  outlay  and 
the  sum  hereinbefore  specified  to  be  paid,  viz.  :  sixty-five 
thousand  (65,000)  dollars,  shall  be  refunded  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  by  the  said  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  ; 
but  if  the  cost  of  said  work  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  sixty- 
five  thousand  dollars  as  hereinbefore  provided — then  and 
in  that  case  the  said  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
shall  be  liable  for  such  excess  of  cost  without  recourse 
upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  7.  That  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company  to  use  so  much  of  the  carriage 
way  of  Market  street  as  lies  between  Twenty-third  street 
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and  Thirtieth  street,  for  the  purpose  of  depositing  and 
storing  the  timber  and  other  material  necessary  to  the 
construction  and  erection  of  the  bridge,  superstructure  and 
masonry  herein  specified,  and  also  for  framing  the  trusses 
therefor. 

This  right  and  authority  to  extend  to  such  time  as  may 
be  required  to  perfect  the  work,  and  open  the  bridge  for 
public  uses. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  sum  of  sixty-five  thousand  (65,000) 
dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  De- 
partment of  Highways,  Bridges,  &c,  for  the  specific  pur- 
pose of  "  increasing  the  facilities  for  crossing  the  river 
Schuylkill." 

Warrants  for  the  same  to  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  in  accordance  with  existing  laws. 

Sect.  9.  It  is  further  ordained  that  all  the  work  shall  be 
done  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  of  said  City. 


APPENDIX   No.  196. 

Law  Department  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  December  1,  1875. 

To  the  Joint  Committees  of 

Surveys  and  Highways  of  Councils  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  your  request  for  my  opinion, 
whether  it  is  legal  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  enter 
into  a  contract  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill, at  Market  street,  under  the  terms  of  their  proposition, 
which  was  submitted  to  you  on  Monday  last. 

The  only  doubt  I  have  entertained  upon  the  subject,  is 
that,  which  I  suggested  to  the  Mayor  and  President  Scott 
on  that  day,  viz. :  That  such  a  contract  would  seem  to  vio- 
late the  sixth  section  of  the  Act  of  May  23d,  1874  (P.  L. 
230),  which  provides  that  all  work  and  materials  required 
by  the  City  shall  be  furnished  *  *  *  *  under  contract 
to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder." 
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I  have  uniformly  held  that  the  interests  of  the  City 
could  be  best  served  by  a  rigid  obedience  to  this  mandate 
of  the  Legislature,  without  regard  to  the  trifling  inconveni- 
ence of  delay  which  might  otten  be  occasioned  by  it,  and 
nothing  short  of  an  imminent  and  extraordinary  necessity 
for  prompt  action  where  delay  would  be  disastrous,  would 
justify  my  entertaining  any  other  view. 

You  will  unanimously  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the 
railroad  company's  proposition,  if  I  am  of  opinion  you 
can  legally  do  so,  from  which  I  understand  that  you  be- 
lieve instant  action  is  imperative,  and,  therefore,  you  are 
anxious  to  make  the  contract.  Under  these  circumstances 
I  am  induced  to  examine  the  question  with  a  view  of  jus- 
tifying your  action,  without  establishing  a  precedent  which 
I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me  would  open  the  door  to 
abuse. 

The  language  of  the  statute  to  which  I  refer  is  very 
direct  and  emphatic,  as  well  as  comprehensive,  and  any 
other  interpretation  of  its  meaning  than  that  which  I  have 
always  given  it,  might  seem  to  be  forced ;  yet  I  can 
imagine  cases  where  such  a  reading  of  it  would  be  imprac- 
ticable and  ruinous  ;  for  example,  if  the  literal  construc- 
tion of  the  language  is  to  be  followed,  then  an  unexpected 
deficiency  in  the  supplies  of  the  Almshouse,  or  House  of 
Correction,  could  not  be  provided  for  by  the  purchase  of  a 
loaf  of  bread,  or  a  pound  of  flour,  even  though  this  defi- 
ciency arose  lrom  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  stock  in  trade 
of  the  contractor ;  no  pavement  in  front  of  the  public 
property  could  be  cleansed  of  snow  or  dirt,  excepting  by 
persons  who  had  obtained  a  contract  therefor  ;  nor  in  the 
case  of  the  obstruction  of  the  highways  by  the  act  of  God 
(by  fire  or  flood),  and  the  destruction  of  property,  public 
or  private,  could  the  City  or  her  officers  do  anything  of 
substantial  importance  towards  the  repair  of  the  highways 
and  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the  public  until,  she  had 
consumed  considerable  time  in  preparing  details  of  plans, 
proclaiming  them  to  bidders  in  some  manner,  and  then 
considering  bids  and  awarding  the  contract;  nor  could  the 
caving  in  of  a  sewer  or  the  bursting  of  a  water  main  (not 
uncommon  accidents)  be  remedied,  without  the  same  for- 
malities. 
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There  has  as  yet  been  no  judicial  construction  of  the  sec- 
tion of  the  Act  of  1874,  to  which  I  have  referred  ;  the  best 
indication,  however,  of  what  that  construction  would  be, 
is  to  be  found  in  the  interpretation  given  by  the  courts  to 
the  twenty-sixth  section  of  the  Act  of  May  13th,  1856  (P. 
L.  573),  which  section  reads  as  follows  :  "  Hereafter  all 
goods,  merchandise  and  other  articles  of  any  kind,  and 
labor  and  service  required  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
in  any  department  thereof,  shall  be  purchased  or  contracted 
for  only  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  Ordi- 
nance, and  for  that  purpose  the  Councils  of  said  City  are 
hereby  required  to  direct  by  Ordinance  the  manner  and 
time  of  making  the  yearly  estimates  by  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  said  City,  and  of  receiving  sealed  proposals 
for  such  supplies  as  aforesaid,  which  proposals  shall  be 
preceded  by  advertisement;  and  no  contract  shall  be 
awarded  to  any  but  the  lowest  bidder,  who  shall  give  the 
requirite  security  therefor." 

In  the  interpretation  of  this  section,  it  has  been  held  to 
apply  only  "to  annually  recurring  supplies,  and  work 
such  as  street  cleaning  and  the  like,  and  not  to  the  build- 
ing of  culverts  which  only  occurs  as  the  extension  of  the 
City  demands,  or  the  falling  in  of  those  which  once  have 
been  built,  takes  place ;  "  Murphy  v.  The  City,  25  Legal 
Int.  333.  It  was  also  held  that  the  said  act  did  not  apply 
in  the  awarding  of  the  contract  for  building  the  House  of 
Correction;  Cramer  v.  The  City,  7  Phila.  R.  429.  The 
same  doctrine  was  enunciated  with  regard  to  awarding  a 
contract  for  the  construction  of  a  branch  sewer  ;  McLaugh- 
lin v.  Kneass,  7  Phila.  R.  634.  See  also  Comly  v.  The 
City,  2  Phila.  R.  194. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  in  some  respects  the  act  of 
1874  is  more  sweeping  than  the  act  of  J  856,  as  for  instance 
in  that  part  of  it  which  commands  that  ''  all  work  and 
materials  required  by  the  City  "  shall  be  done  and  fur- 
nished under  a  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder;  but  the  extent  to  which  each  statute  goes,  one  is 
as  emphatic  as  the  other. 

If,  then,  it  was  properly  held  that  the  act  of  1856  did 
not  apply  to  the  building  of  culverts  or  sewers,  because 
the  occasion   for  such   contracts  was  special,  peculiar,  and

unexpected,  is  it  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that  a  court 
would  hold  that  the  act  of  1874  was  only  intended  to 
apply  to  those  expenditures  of  the  City  for  public  works 
which  are  usual,  current,  and  reasonably  to  be  anticipated, 
but  not  dependent  upon  instant  action  for  success  ;  and  not 
to  such  an  emergency  as  arises  from  a  sudden  conflagra- 
tion destroying  the  highway  most  essential  to  the  conveni- 
ence and  prosperity  of  our  City. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  you  may  make  this 
contract  without  exposing  yourselves  to  the  charge  of 
having  violated  the  true  spirit  of  the  law.

Postscript.  Since  writing  the  above  I  have  more  care- 
fully examined  the  proposition  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company,  and  find  that  they  agree  to  bind  themselves 
to  execute  this  work  for  the  cost  of  the  labor  and  materi- 
als. This  seems  an  additional  reason  for  avoiding  the 
question  of  competitive  contract.

ing the  City  against  any  loss  on  account  of  said  opening 
in  excess  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars.

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  return  an  Ordinance  to  make 
an  appropriation  to  the  Department  for  Supplying  the  City 
with  Water,  for  the  further  extension  of  the  Water  Works, 
to  be  reimbursed  out  of  a  loan  to  be  hereafter  created, 
without  my  approval. 

This  Ordinance  appropriates  $500,000  to  the  Department 
of  Water,  for  the  further  extension  of  the  Water  Works, 
without  specifying  whether  the  same  is  to  be  used  for  reser- 
voirs, the  laying  of  water  pipe,  or  the  erection  of  buildings  ; 
and  also  provides  that  the  said  sum  shall  be  reimbursed 
from  a  loan  hereafter  to  be  created,  when  no  assurance  can 
be  had  that  the  loan  will  ever  be  authorized.  It  is  legis- 
lation of  this  character  which  increases  the  floating  debt  of 
the  City,  and  I  cannot  agree  to  it. 

If  there  is  a  necessity  for  the  work  contemplated  by  this 
Ordinance,  inasmuch  as  it  cannot  be  done  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Water  before  next  spring,  there  will  be  ample  time 
for  a  loan  to  be  authorized,  and  the  appropriation  made  in 
a  regular  manner. 

For  these  reasons  I  return  the  Ordinance  for  your  re- 
consideration.

Dear  Sir  : — I  wish  to  ask  your  attention  to  the  pro- 
priety of  the  City  authorities  observing  the  Centennial  An- 
niversary of  the  first  raising  of  the  "  Grand  Union  Flag," 
on  the  first  of  January  ensuing. 

The  Centennial  Commission  intend  doing  so,  probably 
on  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  Congress,  on  Saturday  next, 
anticipating  the  proper  anniversary,  that  the  Government 
may  participate  in  the  ceremony. 

I  approach  you,  and  through  you  the  City  authorities, 
with  the  suggestion  that  the  flag  be  displayed  upon  Inde- 
pendence Hall,  on  the  1st  of  January,  the  Centennial  An- 
niversary of  the  day  on  which  it  was  first  raised  by  Wash- 
ington, at  Cambridge,  as  a  proper  observance  for  the  open- 
ing of  the  Centennial  year,  and  as  seconding  the  action  of  the 
Centennial  Commission.  I  also  suggest  that  the  raising  be 
attended  with  ceremonies  similar  to  those  used  on  the  first 
occasion. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  struggle  between  our  forefathers 
and  the  mother  country,  all  intention  of  separation  was 
distinctly  disavowed  down  to  within  a  few  months  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence;  and  even  at  that  late 
day  there  was  still  a  diversity  of  opinion,  many  of  the 
signers  of  that  instrument  declining  at  first  to  do  so,  and 
some  remaining  in  opposition  until  November  following. 
It  was  therefore  to  be  expected  that  there  would  be  little 
or  no  change  in  the  flag  everywhere  recognized  as  the 
standard  of  Great  Britain.  In  many  localities  flags  were 
raised  which  were  understood  as  embodying  the  sentiments 
of  the  provincials,  but  they  only  differed  from  the  "  King's 
colors"  in  having  mottoes  inscribed  upon  them;  those 
which  have  come  down  to  us  containing  nothing  more  often- 
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sive  than  :  George  Rex  and  our  Liberties,  the  King,  Poll 
and  Liberty,  Liberty  and  Union,  &c. 

The  first  positive  departure  from  the  British  flag  was  the 
flag  raised  in  the  several  divisions  of  the  army  besieging 
Boston,  on  the  15th  and  18th  of  July,  1775. 

That  flag  was  of  plain  crimson  ground,  with  the  motoes 
of  the  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut  colonies,  An  Appeal 
to  Heaven,  and  Qui  translulit  sustinet,  on  either  side. 

The  army  was  at  that  time  comprised  mostly  of  volun- 
teers from  the  ]S"ew  England  colonies,  who  were  undisci- 
plined and  without  uniforms. 

Washington  was  appointed  Commander-in-Chief  by  Con- 
gress on  the  15th  of  June;  arrived  at  Cambridge  on  the 
2d  of  July,  and  formally  took  command  of  the  army  on 
morning  'of  the  3d..  During  the  ensuing  six  months  he 
was  occupied  in  organizing  and  disciplining  his  forces,  and 
though  continually  on  the  alert,  no  battle  was  fought.  By 
the  1st  of  January  his  troops  bad  been  organized,  disci- 
plined and  uniformed  ;  and  the  thirteen  colonies  had  for- 
mally united  to  resist  the  coercive  measures  of  the  mother 
country. 

Dr.  Franklin,  Mr.  Lynch  and  Mr.  Harrison,  the  commit- 
tee appointed  by  Congress  to  confer  with  General  Wash- 
ington for  the  arrangement  of  the  details  of  the  organiza- 
tion  of  the  army,  had  met  at  Cambridge;  one  of  the  results 
of  which  being  the  adoption  of  a  flag,  retaining  the 
"  King's  colors,"  or  "  Union  Jack,"  representing  the  yet 
recognized  authority  of  England  ;  but  with  thirteen  alter- 
nate red  and  white  stripes  added  to  signify  the  union  of  the 
thirteen  colonies  in  resistance  to  her  tyranny  and  oppres- 
sion." 

On  the  morning  of  the  1st  or  2d  of  January,  1776  (au- 
thorities differ  to  that  extent  upon  the  date,  which,  how- 
ever, is  not  material),  Washington  assembled  his  army, 
and,  after  appropriate  services,  concluding  with  thirteen 
guns  and  thirteen  cheers,  in  honor  of  the  thirteen  United 
Colonies  and  the  new  Continental  army,  the  "  Grand 
Union  Flag,"  the  symbol  of  both,  was  raised  upon  the 
staff. 

The  king's  speech  on  the  opening  of  Parliament  had  just 
been  received  at  Boston,  and  thinking  it  pacific  in  spirit, 
General  Howe  sent  it   by  flag   of  truce   to  the  Provincial 
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army,  and  hearing  the  salute  and  the  cheering,  and  observ- 
ing the  new  flag  with  the  British  crosses  returned,  they 
were  received  as  tokens  of  submission. 

This  incident  forms  part  of  a  letter  from  General  Wash- 
ington to  Colonel  Jos.  Reed,  on  the  4th  of  January,  and 
was  made  the  subject  of  newspaper  comment  afterward. 

The  address,  however,  had  the  effect  of  adding  to  the 
irritation  of  the  Americans,  and  British  accounts  say  that 
it  was  publicly  burned. 

The  flag  thus  raised  was  the  flag  of  the  country  until 
the  adoption  of  the  stars  and  stripes,  which  though  au- 
thorized by  Congress  on  the  14th  of  June,  1777,  was  not 
officially  promulgated  until  the  3d  of  September  follow- 
ing ;  a  period  of  twenty  months  of  eventful  history  !  All 
the  early  battles  of  the  Revolution  were  fought  under  it. 
It  was  carried  into  Boston  by  Ensign  Richards,  on  the 
evacuation  of  that  city  by  the  British  ;  it  floated  from  a 
bastion  of  Fort  Sullivan,  in  the  attack  upon  Charleston, 
South  Carolina ;  was  used  at  the  battles  of  Long  Island, 
"White  Plains,  Trenton,  Princeton,  Brandy  wine,  and  so  on, 
down  to  the  first  battle  of  Stillwater  and  the  surrender  of 
Burgoyne,  October  17th,  1777,  with,  perhaps,  the  excep- 
tion of  Chads  Ford  and  Germantown,  which  being  near 
headquarters,  may  have  been  fought  under  the  present 
flag. 

It  seems  to  me,  in  view  of  all  that  is  being  done  for  the 
proper  celebration  of  the  Centennial  Anniversary  of  our 
national  existence,  that  this  is  too  important  an  event  to 
pass  unnoticed,  and,  as  I  suggested  at  the  beginning  of 
this  letter,  I  propose  that  the  flag  be  raised  on  Independence 
Hall,  on  the  1st  of  January,  at  noon,  with  a  proper  ad- 
dress and  a  salute  of  thirteen  guns,  as  a  suitable  manner 
for  opening  the  grand  year,  and  as  a  proof  that  we  are  not 
forgetful  of  any  of  the  great  events  of  which  it  is  the  an- 
niversary. 

I  enclose  a  sketch  of  the  flag.  Horstmann  is  making 
one  for  the  Centennial  Commission,  and  could  prepare 
another  at  short  notice.

and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder; 
and  no  order  for  supplies  shall  be  given  in  anticipation  of 
the  wants  of  the  department,  but  it  shall  be  ordered  only 
from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the 
requisition  from  said  regular  business  of  the  department. 
And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  for  the  said  appropriation  by 
the  City  Commissioners  in  conformity  with  existing  Ordi- 
nances.

Relative  to  the  Independence  Hall. 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  faith  of  the  City  is  hereby 
solemnly  pledged  to  the  nation  that  Independence  Hall 
shall  never  pass  into  the  possession  of  private  individuals 
or  societies,  but  shall  forever  be  held  by  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia as  a  sacred  trust  for  the  people  of  the  United 
States. 
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
